On a recent business trip to 
Penang Island, on the west coast of 
Malaysia (9M2), I met several of the 
local hams. 

A regular social activity among 
Penang amateurs is the "Coffee Qso" 
on Friday nights. A bunch of locals 
gathers for coffee, tea, and eyeball 
Qso's at Kedai Kopi Fettes Park (a 
coffee shop) near Georgetown. 

SEANET (the SouthEast Asia NET ) 
meets daily on 14.320 at 1200Z. This 
year, the SEANET convention will be 
held in Sarawak, East Malaysia, on 
November 9-12. During the convention 
OMBSEA, the special event station, 
will be on the air daily on 14.0840. 
The Malaysian government is promot- 
ing travel to Malaysia this year, 
saying 1990 is the "Visit Malaysia 
Year". MARTS (Malay Amateur Radio 
Transmitting Seciety) has rranged 
for special rates at a Sarawak 
Hotel, and there will be air trans- 
portation to the convention from San 
Francisco via Japan, Hong Kong, oF 
Singapore. 

At breakfast following an over— 
night stop in Singapore, I met Brian 
Lewis, the District Venturer Leader, 
Sandringham Boy Scouts, and friend 
David Jones VK3SBP. They plan to be 
on the air from Melbourne during 
JOTA, using VK3SBP or VE3SBA, so 
there will be several interesting DX 
contact possibilities on that 
weekend. 

Eshee, 9M2FK, uses a 40-meter 
delta loop antenna for the majority 
of his contacts and is active in 
public service communications, such 
as JOTA. His rig is a Yaesu FT101B, 
with a DX60 transmitter and HRO rec— 
eiver as backup. He uses a handheld 
on 2 meters to access the Penang re- 
peater, and, using a yagi array up 
about 60 feet, he can hit the Kuala 
Lumpur repeater with his handheld. 
KW Low, 9M2LK, prefers CW as an 
operating mode and uses a multiband 


Gipole and a multiband vertical 
antenna tied to a Yaesu FT757. 
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WHERE TO REACH PENANG AMATEURS 
PST ee ee Pa ee ee ee 

Penang amateurs are active on 
AMTOR rather than on packet. AMTOR 
is best suited to HF communication, 
and HF is the only part of the spec- 
trum used here for digital communi- 
cations. There are no VHF BBS 
systems or digipeaters, except one 
digi far to the South that gets into 
Singapore. It is out of range for 
Penang 2-meter ops. 

While Low and I visited Osman, 
9M20K, we worked Nasir, AP2NK, in 
Islamabad, and Pakistan on 20-meter 
AMTOR. Most of the AMTOR activity 
is on 20 meters, using LOWER side- 
band. They work other stations key- 
board-to-keyboard, and also connect 
to mailboxes. JA5TX (14.0761) and 
JA5HDW (14.0732) are in Tokyo, and 
VK2AG 6 eee ge ee is in Syaney, 
Australia. 

Penang amateurs that can be 
found on AMTOR are Malcolm 9M2MW, 
Lim 9M2LC, and Eu 9M2BS. 

CW buffs should look for 9M2 CW 
ops on 7.040. Low, 9M2LK, works a 
lot of CW, and Eshee, 9M2FK, prefers 
40 meter CW. Eshee is the treasurer 
of MARTS (Malaysian Amateur Radio 
Transmitting Society). which is the 
Malaysian equivalent of the ARRL. 

A. <2 she determining if you 
have a path into Malaysia: Monitor 
for 9MG on 12.678 or 22.464. Tt's a 
maritime coast station in Penang. If 
you can hear it, you have a path 
into Malaysia. 

You might also listen for, and 
try to contact BY5VZ or  BYSSY, 
Chinese club stations operated by YL 
ops.

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PROFILE OF RICK BARBER, WB6EZI 
Chairman, Rocky Ridge Repeater Group 
Emergency Coordinator, East County

I am a native Californian. My 
identical twin brother, Jerry 
WA6ARQ, and I grew up near San Diego 
in the small coastal town of La 
Jolla. Most of our activities cen- 
tered around the ocean and included 
skin and scuba diving, surfing and 
fishing. I had an early fascination 
with science, especially electron- 
ics, and did a lot of short wave 
listening and crystal set building. 

I met my first Ham when I was 
about 14 and was somewhat impressed 
by his very modest station. About 
two years later, I started dating a 
girl from the San Diego area. Her 
father W6ZX had a very impressive 
station and I used to enjoy talking 
around the world on his set. 

Most of the time was still 
being taken up with school, scuba 
diving, girls, and cars, so my elec- 
tronics interests were relegated to 
whatever time was left. I was able 
to combine two of my interests one 
summer while working as a free-lance 
scuba diver for the Scripps Insti- 
tute of Oceanography. 

The San Diego Naval Electronics 
Laboratory was doing some underwater 
antenna experiments to find out 
which radio frequencies penetrated 
into deep ocean water best. This was 
in an effort to determine the best 
way to communicate with our fledg- 
ling deep-diving nuclear submarines. 
Since I had an interest in both 
diving and electronics, I volunteer- 
ed for the program and spent a very 
enjoyable summer doing experiments. 

I continued my education study- 
ing Electrical Engineering at the U. 
S. Naval Academy at Annapolis. While 
serving with the Navy, I was 
stationed aboard a guided missile 
frigate and spent most of my time in 
highly classified electronic signal 
gathering and analysis. That's the 
Navy's way of saying I was an elec- 


tronic eavesdropper and spy. During 
my spare time at sea, I learned the 
Morse code by copying clear-text 
news broadcasts. 

I finally got my Novice ticket 
in July 1963 after I got out of the 
Navy. I was WN6EZI and operated 2a 
modest Heathkit station from my 
parent's home in La Jolla. I used a 
33' vertical antenna made out of a 
TV push-up support mast. I took and 
passed the General text later that 
summer. 

My real interest in Amateur 
Radio is disaster communications and 
emergency preparedness. This inter- 


est was sparked one evening when I 


was engaged in a three-way conversa-— 
tion with stations in Washington and 
Ohio on 75 meters. An Alaskan sta- 
tion broke in to inform us that 
Anchorage had just sustained a major 
earthquake and that the town had 
been virtually destroyed. He asked 
that we notify everyone and to get 
help started. After 72 hours of non- 
stop emergency communications, I had 
found a home in Ham radio. When not 
pursuing disaster work, I did exper- 
iment with some moon-bounce and have 
44 confirmed contacts on OSCAR (the 
low satellites only because the high 
ones are too easy). 

My interest in antennas, site 
design, and repeater operations came 
from my employment as an engineer 
for Pacific Bell's Land Mobile Radio 
Section (car telephones). In 1965 I 
transferred to the Bay Area and con- 
tinued my work with the phone com- 
pany in their trans-continental 
microwave systems. 

I became involved with a 
variety of Amateur Radio Clubs and 
repeater groups, finally settling 
down with MDARC and the Rocky Ridge 
Repeater Group. 

I am a past-president of MDARC 
and am currently the Chairman of the 
RRRG. It was seven years ago, while 
teaching at the Club radio classes, 
that I met Dee N6EJU who would 
become my wife. 

My current interests are in 
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disaster communications and pre- 
paredness (I am east Contra Costa 
County Emergency Coordinator), 
packet radio (home BBS WA6HAM), and 
in UHF and VHF systems. I am 
especially proud of the recent 
improvements in our three repeaters. 
While I have had a part in either 
building or modifying the machines, 
the real credit goes to Keith Lattin 
N6PMF for heading our’ technical 
efforts and to the rest of the RRRG 
for supporting our work over the 
past few years. Our goal is to con- 
tinue to improve and expand our 
system to provide all users with a 
reliable network which will serve 
the needs of our community at all 
times, but especially during times 
of emergencies.
